The following open letter to Jam es 
E. Ferguson, candidate for governor, 
containing some pointed questions as 
to his land policy and other things, 
has been given to the press by Judge 
E. W . Bounds of Marlin: 
“ Hon. Jam e* E. Ferguson, Temple, 
Texas. 
Dear S ir —I ara in receipt of 
your favor of the 15th, inclosing copy 
of your Tyler speech and asking me 
to give you my support for the office 
of governor of Texas. In reply there- 
to will state that I have carefully 
read your Tyler speech and am cur­ 
ious to know more about the princi­ 
ples you advocate, in thfs, to-wit. 
You favor a law to prevent a land­ 
owner from collecting a rent of mote 
than one third of the grain and one 
fourth of the cotton raised by his ten­ 
ant. 
Do you mean to confine this 
law to the grain and cotton land or 
do 
intend that it shall include 
truPPifarmers, oil and mineral leases? 
WMT it include resident and business 
houses in cities and towns? 
If so, 
how will you arrive at a basis of 
rents for oil and minerals, and what 
will be the maximum rents on houses? 
W ill the law apply to turpentine 
lands of eastern Texas as well as 
grazing lands of western Texas? 
“ If y o 
u 
r proposed law is only in­ 
tended to give relief to tenant farm ­ 
ers who raise grain and cotton, then 
suppose A B and C rent JOO acres of 
bottom land in F alls county at stand­ 
ard rates; B plants IOO acres in cot­ 
ton, C plants IOO acres in alfalfa and 
A plants his IOO acres in potatoes. 
Will a proper construction of your 
proposed law class alfalfa as cotton 
or corn? 
What would potatoes be, 
'cotton or corn? 
“ Is it not a fact that the law t h a t, 
you propose would cause the land- j 
owners to refuse to rent their lands I 
at all and force them to tend their j 
own lands either on the shares or by 
hired labor? 
is it not a fact that the 
tenant farmer would soon be forced 
to work for wages upon 
the very 
farms you have formerly rented, or 
would you have the‘law so broad that 
a man could be compelled to rent his 
lands to whomsoever wanted it ut the 
price fixed by the law? 
lf the land­ 
owner refused to rent his lands and 
the tenants should be compelled to 
work for wages for the landlord, j 
would this not virtually peonize the 
tenant class? 
“ Suppose Mr. A rents or leases foi j 
a term of years, four sections of land ; 
in Andrews county at 60c an acre for 
grazing and stock farming purposes. I 
j^sequently he decides to plant sev- . 
' hundred acres of it in maize and 
Would the landlord have 
.lit to exact the legal rents, or 
/y o u r proposed law afford any 
dy to the landowner whatever? 
' 'If you are not able to answer 


these legal questions, please refer 
them to your legal advisor, the great 
modern Judex, 
Jonathan Lane of 
Houston, Texas. 
“ In your Tyler speech you a s « the 
people to elect you governor because 
Colonel Ball saw' fit on one occasion 
to differ with Jam es Stephen Hogg as 
to certain planks in the democratic 
platform at a state convention where 
it is and bas ever been the custom 
among democrats to fight out their 
differences in the council chambers of 
the party convention. 
Does this fact 
qualify you or disqualify you for the 
office of governor? 
If it does, I will 
ask you to give an account of your 
stewardship on a later occasion when 
you followed and unrelentingly fought 
a great democrat to his untimely po­ 
litical death, after he had received 
the indorsement and nomination of 
his party. 
Did it never occur to you 
that the house that you live in is 
composed of glass? 
“ You also boast that you run a 
farm and a country bank. 
Did you 
know thai there is a law now in ex­ 
istence fixing the maximum rate of 
interest to be taken for the use of 
money? 
If you will have that bank 
of yours issue a statement showing 
how many times it has taken a great­ 
er rate of interest thaH IO per cent, 
then T i l tell you how old is Ann.’ 
“ If you take all the interest that a 
fellow that is hard up and needs the 
favor will allow you to take, will you 
not also take all the rents that the 
customs of tho country will allow you 
to take in spite of the law* that you 
propose? 
“ If you are sincere about this land 
rental proposal there are many peo­ 
ple in this country who would like to 
have you answer the foregoing ques 
tions fairly and fully, for we all 
know that there is something radical 
Iv wrong about Hie land question in 
Texas, but we fail to see the remedy 
in your proposal and it may be be­ 
cause you have not fully explained 
it. 
We want to know and have the 
right to know just what lands you 
propose to include in the law that 
you advocate and whether or not you 
propose to protect the rights of the 
landowner therein or whether you 
are solely for the tenant class and 
none other. 
The farming industry is 
divided 
into three classes, 
all of 
whom are farm ers—the landowner, 
the tenant and the wage earner. 
Are 
you attempting to array one class 
against the other, or do you advo­ 
cate equal and exact justice to all 
men and special privileges to none? 
“ We also want to know if you are 
making your race* on Colonel B a ll’s 


club record or on your own merits as 


a statesman? Very respectfully,

FILIPINOS USE LESS OPIUM. 


H a b i t C h eck ed , C o n su m p tio n R ed u ced . 
Says G o v er n m e n t R ep ort. 
Washington.—Consumption of opium 
among the Filipinos has been complete­ 
ly checked, if not entirely eradicated, 
says a report to Brigadier General Mc­ 
Intyre, chief of the bureau of insular 
affairs, from the collector of internal 
revenue in the Philippines. 
Ile says 
that a s a result of laws on the subject 
“the use of opium is now confined to a 
comparatively small number of con 
firmed users of the drug, practically ah 
of whom are Chinese, who cannot give 
up the vice and who will go to anj 
length to obtain it.” 
While there are in many parts of the 
Islands scattering instances where Fill 
Pinos stiff indulge in the use of opium, 
it is reported that less than 5 per cent 
of the former Filipino users, who had 
numbered 40,000 in 190C, were still vic­ 
tims of tile vice in 1911 and that since 
then conditions in Manila have greatly 
improved 
Conditions in the provinces 
are said to be fairly satisfactory. 
“It Is perhaps top much,” the report 
says, “to suspect that the opium evil 
will ever be absolutely suppressed in 
the Philippine Islands. It may be said, 
however, that almost without excep­ 
tion Chinese users of opium in any of 
its forms are today using a much amal’ 
er amount than that used by the same 
persons a few years ago. 
This is 
shown by the comparative ease with 
which Chinese users sent to the hospi­ 
tal today are cured. 
The only hope of 
approximating total suppression lies In 
making indulgence in the habit so diffi­ 
cult that the younger generation will 
not acquire it, and in this direction the 
progress made has certainly been most 
-a; tLf a cf or v.”

Americans in Yucatan are in a peril­ 
ous situation. 
According to Mr. Ger­ 
mon, circulars have been distributed 
In Progreso ordering Americans to get 
out of the country. 
Conditions forcing the departure of 
Americans from Mexico after the tak­ 
ing of Vera Cruz are described in a 
letter received by

board of foreign m issions in New York 
from the Rev. J. T. Molloy. 
"Peaceful Yucatan w ent wild at the 
report of the taking of Vera Cruz, and 
the cry of ‘Death to the Americans I’ 
was attended with such demonstra­ 
tions as to make all feel that the only 
prudent thing to do was to flee with­ 
out delay," wrote Mr. Molloy.

presence in Merida or in Progreso not 
only endangered our lives, but exposed 
our people to attack on our account.
